Niles by Sea from Rome, Is Mobilization Place 
of Fascist Troops and Planes

EW spots on earth gre so barren, so 
Inhospituble as Aseab, in Eritrea, on 
the weat coast of the Reid Sea. With 
only a few palm trees, some low houses, and 
a well set between the gliring Red Sea and 
A waterless waste beyond, it seems a hope- 
less place for white men to choose as home. 
Yet here the Italian colony of Erittes 
began its blistering existence. Neither 
treasures nor sheer adventure, however, 
had anything to do with its beginning, 
What is now Eritrea began in 1870, when 
the Talian Rubattina Steamship Company 
nevded a coaling-station in the Red Sea and 
boucht the Hay of Assab and its miserable 
nasis from a petty local ruler, the Sultan 
uf Raheita. |

INLAND WEE ETHIOPIA HIGHLANDS 


Assabh proved itself of shght wee sas a 
coaling depot; yet by its purchase the 
Rubattino Company was lownched inte the 
business of buying land. By 1879 a small 
tation military force bad landed in Agsab 
and hoisted the Ttalian Sap in this corner 
of the world. Today, that red, white, and 
green banner fies over a strip of Red Sea 


comet which ts 670 miles lon. Inland from 
Assab across the desert, tise the cool high- 
lands of Ethiopia ( Abyssinia). 

Torrid, barren, and fever-stricken ts the 
coast that stretches northwest. from Assaly, 
hut as you approwch the port of Massa 
the topography begins to change. Kehind 
Massaua the green highlands rise in steep 
embankments, forming a sort of gateway to 
the interior of Africa, 

Tt was when Italy occupled Massaua in 
1885 that Eritrea took definite shape: now 
the area tuled by Italy stretches tnland in 
somt places 220 miles or more to the f{rem- 
tiers of Ethiopia ond the Angli-Egyptian 
Surclan, 

In brief, within 20 years after the Rubat- 
tino Company bought Assab os 2 coaling 
station which was never developed, her 
colony here hac come to cover nearly 46,000 
square miles of Africa, On January 1, 
1890, this new colony was christened 
Eritrea by the Italian Sovesaient, in re- 
membrance of the “Mare Erythreum,” 23 
the old Romans called the waters of this 
part of the world. |

ONE OF THE WORLD'S HOTTEST CITIES 


Vet Massaua, one of the hottest cities in 
the world, with its environs, is the home of 
15,000 natives and o few hundred Euro- 
peans. The white men, mostly [talians, 
work during the day in their offices under 
big fans, with glasses of cool water on their 
decks, Ina damp and steamy air they toil 


with a mean temperature for July of 04 de- 
etees Fahrenheit, 20 degrees holter than the 
avenue for the hottest month in New York, 

Service in the government tnd achminis- 
trathon: routine work for shipping com- 
panies and banks: trade in products of the 
land: the importation of goods—all these 
eo their routine way, uninterrupted by the 
murderaus climate. 

Only by constant work can the white man 
stind the climate and forget the beat. No 
idle man could endore it here. Except for 
afew noraes in the heasnital, no white women 
live in Massa in sunimer. ‘Then, the 
families ef white employees go to the high 
plain of Hamasien, the real center of 
Eritrea (see map, pages 270-271). 

I, ton, soon found TP could net remain idle 
in a sticky, hot hotel room. [ felt better as 
soon as I began to talk with people about 
Eritrea, and to explore Massaua and the 
country about it.

The harbor of Massaua is the only place 
in Eritrea where lorge ships can tle up at 
docks to discharge their passengers and 
cargo, For this reason it ls here that the 
landing of Italian troops and war materials 
has been taking place, 


The native population is a colorful mix- 
ture, Here you: see some pure Ethiopian 
Hamites: also, always tear the const, many 
Semitic Arabs who invaded the land partly 
1s comyuerors, partly as tnulers, or as meme 
bers cit that uncertain cliss between the 
two. Where there are Arabs In the East 
there 16 usually the Negro, too—tfrom many 
parts of Africu, Arabs have been slave 
traders for centuries, especially along these 
coasts. In this district the sea route seems 
to have been the simplest: one finds here 
more Somali Neeroes than Sudanese. 

Recently a new element has. come—the 
Indian traders, common now in nearly all 
places on the east comet of Africa. Tt is 
they who, in the main, bring cheap Japanese 
wire: into the retail trace of the country.

Eritrie, and await the buver. He comes, 
Unexpectedly enough, from Japan! 

Much of japan’s traw-salt needs are met 
by Eritrea, To vet this African salt, Japan 
cends specially-built freight steamers to the 


Red Sea. 


The arrival in the harbor of a Japanese 
salt steamer sets the black human chain of 
Slt carriers Lo munning in reverse, Again, 
wilh no help otber than pails and shovels, 
the salt mountains are torn clown and loaded 
into small wagons which stand ready to 
transport this white freight to the-clock. 

I. don't know how itis pessible that living 
beings, day after day, can work with bare 
feet in salt lye, how it ts possible in the in- 
tense heat that, with swollen, torn and blis- 
tering fees, they ore sill able to keep up the 
racing tempo of their work. But J do know 
that the procdwetion of salt represents one 
of the mast important items in Eritrea's 
export budget,

The air route from Massaua to Asmara 
is barely 40 miles. The railroad and the 
highway are almost twice as lone; they wind 
up to where Asmara stands nearly 8,000 
feet higher than Massaia 

One morning at seven, I climbed into the 
fuur-coach train which mokes the one-ond 
only daily min to Asmara. 

At first our road lay over fairly even 
country, dotted with a few palms and low 
sycamores. Punic-stricken by the noise of 
our Jacomotive, a lonely, long-legged ostrich 
fled across the fields. 

After a while we stopped at a primitive 
station, surrounded by a few houses and 
gardens: Arabs and Ethiopians of mixed 
blood were gathered about—from curiosity,

The new Asmara has about 22,008) inhab- 


itants, Of its 3,000 Europeans, most are 
Italians. Here is: the seat of government, 


with, narmally, a civil governor who rules 
over the 617,000 natives and 4,000 white 
residents of the colony, 
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Eritrea, in the midin, 
is composed of three 
different parts. First 
tf all, there is the long 
roast line of the Red 
Sea, with its wovet- 
L tropical climate ond 
its scanty viwetation, 
The people here are 
lirgely Arabs, who, 
when not occupied with 
“ the Red Sea and its 
produce, ¢neage in 
small - scale cattle 
breeding. 

The bulk of Eritrea 
is that high plateau 
which stretches south- 
ward into Ethiopian 
country. The plateau, 
with its average eleva- 
tion of nearly 7,000 
feet, has a cool climate 
with ample rain in 
summer, The people 
here are Hamitic, 
furtly with a sheht 
Semitic or Negroid 
touch, Their speech is 
Tigra, or Tigre, anid 
their feligion Coptic 
Christian. The same is 
truce of these who live 
beyond the southern 
frontier in adjoining 
Ethiopia. 

While this high ba- 
saltic plateau falls aff 
steeply to the Red 
Sea, the other side— 
the west—slopes more 
gradually te the border 
of the Sudan plam. ‘These rolling: inclines 
make up the third section of Eritrea. 

Climate ond crops chinge, too, a3 oe ce 
scends from the platews toward the Sudan. 
Vegetables and fruits grow in the cool high- 
lands: in the lower and warmer regions, 
cofiee, sisal, and tobaceo; cotton 1 an in- 
creasing crop. Hides ane skins are exported. 
Near Asmara, on tt stmall scale, gold is re- 
covered by crushing. quartz and running it 
over mercury tabbes. 

Toward the west, people grow darker: at 
the Sudan border, they are almost entirely 
Nictlem Negroes, In the Cunama. district 
of southwest Eritrea, a most inaccessible 
region, pagan Negro tribes may still be

OMfii- 
vially, Ethiapia is.a Christian country; but 
within the confines of the empire there 
are alsa Moslems and pagans. 

In ancient times the term “Ethiopia” 
designated, more of less loosely, northeast- 
ern Africa and the country south of Egypt. 
lt was probably the Biblical land of Cush, 
mentioned many thoes in the Old Testn- 
ment.* 

Concerming that able woman who once 
riled this land—known to us as the Queen 
of Sheba—nriests in widely separated parts 
of the country told me Stories amazinely 
consistent. 

“Solomon,” they said, “was a doctor, a

RiNGED BY ITALIANS, FRENCH, DRITISH 

This empire has no seaport.  Ttulinn 
Eritrea, French and British Somaliland oc- 
cupy the western coast of the Red Sea ani 
the Gulf of Aden. To the east and south 
are Italian Somaliland and Kenya, while to 
the west amd north are the vast lowlands of 
the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. Im size Ethi- 
opia comprises about 424,000 squire miles, 
ar is nearly nine times as large as New York 
Stale (see map, pages 270, 271). 

West of Eritrea and French Somaliland 
there is-an Ethiopian desert belt LOO miles 
wide; its lava formations resemble Arizona 
malpels country at its worst. Dry season 
sun strikes here with terrific force: water 
holes are forapart. Until very recently this 
desert, the Danakil country, was entirely 
unexplored. In 1928, however, an Engiish- 
man, Mr. L. M. Nesbitt, with two Italian 
companiins, Pasteri aid Rosina, sucess 
fully traversed the urea from south to north, 
a journey demanding great courage and 
steadfastness of purpose. In 1930 | paral- 
leled the route taken by Mr. Nestitt for 
some 70 miles and know of the many difh- 
culties which he so successfully surmounted, 

In 1933-34 the southern part of this 
desert was explored by another Englishman, 
Mr. Wilfred Thesiger.

Delivery of letters by runners is a well 
established custom. The “TUNERS are 
usually hardy men, who do not “run: they 
know Lhe short cuts and foot rales and how 
to pass through the territory of local chiefs: 
much of their time is spent in villages ane 
churches along the way where they are wel- 
come for the stories they fell of happen- 
ings in the capital, Because of this, they 
bring the mail safely. 

l was told that no runner bas been robbed 
of his mail in the history of the country! 
He may fall upon evil days in some village, 
but the letters, which he carries in a cleft 
tick, are not touched, 

Highland Ethiopians are essentially an 
agricultural people. ‘Their existence is 
based on the experience of their ancestors. 
Cultivating a piece of ground which will 
yield endugh for the family and the tax col- 
lector, they then let at lie fallow for fowr or 
five years. The ground is hardly scnatched 
by the plowing. Plows are. straight sticks 
of wood, drawn by two bulls. 

Children often plow amd seem to en joy’ it. 
They shout, threaten, and crack their whips. 
It is amusing to see hiw fittle attention the 
lulls pay to their efforts. However, with 
much laughter and littl exertion a field 6 
eventually plowed, reody for seed grain, 
which is ‘broadcast aver it. 

Tes, one of the dwarf varieties al millet, 
is the principal crop. Some maize 4 culti- 
vated, as well as barley and chick peas: 
Pepper i is grown extensively and used daily 
on meat and bread, Cattle are large, and 
thousands of sheep graze on the hills.

Village life is placid, ‘The people are coan- 
tent with few possessions. Men spend much 
of the day in the fields and yet have plenty 
of tine for gossip. Women are modest 
they work steadily, yet not too hard. Flour 
they make Irom teff, baking thin loaves of 
bread called itodgena; they weave cloth 
of wood cyan ity into the distinctive native 
robe called a chong. The most typical 
sight at any village is the procession of 
women ond girls, carrying whrter in large 
earthen jars on their backs. Children are 
welcome aml usually happy; they learn 
by listening to their elders, and their in- 
telligence is often undermited by strangers, 

No newspapers are kKndwn, but all news 
is brondcast at the markets, each village 
having tts weekly murket day, Certain 
markets ate known for special goods: to 
Ankeber many people come to boy the 
black woolen cape, or burnogse, and to 
Dembea they go for pepper, On market

A CHURCH ON EVERY HILDE 


By far the most important factor ih the 
life of the people of Ethiopia's highland 
country is their church. 

There is a church on almost every hill, 
and en every sightly piece of land, 11 has 
been estimated that at the present time there 
are between fifteen and eighteen thousand 
recognized! churches in the Empire. 

Churches are built in groves of trees 
and are circular, with. successive round en- 
closures where all ranks (the people, the 
deocens, and the priests) have definite 
stations. Location of doors is prescribed by 
custom; there being no windows, the in- 
teriors are gloomy. Entrance for the priests 
is on the east, for the men on the north; 
doors for women open to the south, — 

I noticed that at the south door of most 
of the churches there wasa drawing or paint- 
ing of the “Emperor.of the Devils,” known 
to us ae Satan. “Why is this?” T asked; 
and they sald, “A man looking at the picture 
of the Devil ot the south door will think of 
women and he will be vloony, 1 he wonders 
about the work of the Devil,” | 

At many of the monasteries, nothing 
female is ailowed within the confines of the 
church property, nol even a hen, | 

All old churches contain pictures on the 
inner walls showing saints and early Chris- 
tian martyrs; there are also a few pictures 
for the altar, painted on wood: these are 
often crudely done, but record the sincerity 
of the artists, St. George fights a dragon; 
St. Stephen is stoned: Shacdrach, Meshach, 
and Abednego walk through a fiery furmace; 
nothing is left to the imagination in the 
graphic story of the unhappy experiences of 
the martyrs, or what is going to happen to 
sinners when they get to bell. 

There is dignity anil =incerity among 
the priests, T mode friends with many. 
‘They were ¢ratified, yet astonished, when 
they found that a stranger also might know 
samething of early Christian history. 

Tt is pleasant, when camp is near a church, 
to hear, very early in the morning, the sound 
of chanting and the notes of the stone bells, 
sweet and clear, These bells-are slabs of 
rock, fram three to five feet Jong, rectan- 
gular in shape, the ends about six inches 
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square. When struck bya smaller stone the 
sound may be heard for a long distance, 

Priests may marty once, engage ln busi- 
ness, bdminister church-owned land, leo 
money, and act as judges in disputes: They 
daily hold services of prayer anil chanting, 
and thelr fasts are Jung and severe. 

Time means nothing to the layman in 
Ethiopia, anc even fess to the priests What 
they seem most anxious about is that no 
changes may occur in their mode of life. 
One evening, alter we had coffee togethor, 
an old priest said, “By the Grace of God, | 
am well, How are you for your health? 
Du you think changes will come to usr I 
tell you that a country loses much that has 
been pained when changes are made swiltly. 
What cin anyone offer us that we do not 
have? To make changes in the customs of 
our people may cause many ills and we are 
not impatient of going slowly towards i 
good end.” 


EVOLUTION TS THE DESIGN OF CRORSEN 


Intimately related to the life of the Chris- 
tian Ethiopians, such personal crosses us the 
one this pritat gave me are without doubt 
the most important and distinctive objects. 
J found in the country. They are of native 
manufacture and original design. 

I was at first only casually interested in 
the crosses worn by my caravan men, who 
seemed quite willing to let me have therm in 
exchange for Maria Theresa thalers,, Later, 
however, after eight months by. caravan 
in the northern provinces, | found 1 had a 
collection of value. 

As different sections of the country were 
visited, and the number of crosses grew, it 
became evident tome that most of them, be- 
cause of similarity of design and decoration, 
could be placed in rather detinite props. 

‘rom these groupe it is possible to tell same- 
thing of the history of the church and the 
Portiiguese influence on that history, 

Two yeurs before Christopher Columbus 
landed at San Salvador the first of a series 
af Portuguese missions arrived in Ethiopia, 
Pedro de Covilham commanded. He found 
there, to his surprise, a distinet civilization 
and « militant Christian church. He was 
received by a Christian king who had “a 
ellver cross in his hand,” and at the court 
ceremonies it is recorded that in the retinue 
of priests “no page carried o flat silver cross 
in his hand, with figures pierced in it with 
a graving tool.”

On the top of this altar are three 
cincilar depressions, or bowls, which they 
said were used as altara for Hebrew sacri- 
fice long before the time of Frumentius:

‘Tuna, and churches have been built on all 
these large enough to told one. Some 
ishind churches show the stamp of Porte- 
guese builders. Many are now in ruins. 


THE CNFLUESCE OF THE CRUSADES 


The Crease of Prumentius probably in- 
spired the silversmiths of Ethiopia to de- 
Velop new designs. [t was al this time that 
the rites and symbols of the new beliefs 
were being combined with these of the old 
Hebraic religion. The crosses used during 
this period form a secand group (see illus 
trations, pages 314 and 3157. 

The influence of the Crosudes was still 
strong in the Mediterranean rens where de 
Lima recruited his force for the venture in 
Ethiopia. Crosses worn by the Portuguese 
soldiers must have been a delight to their 
Christian allies in Ethiopia and the orna- 
mentition increased with the development 
of the ability of the workers in silver. 

The third group is a series showing a 
definite order of progression from. the ctoss 
pattee to the Latin type. These were evi- 
dently produced about the time the Porta- 
fucse influenced religious mutters. 

An example of the use in present-day 
person crosses of a. well-known heraldic 
design is shown at the beginning of the 
group shown on page 315, 7) was ob- 
tained near the high, wind-swept area tear 
Gondur, where the mountaineers hold fast 
to ancient traditions. An old woman gave 
it to me and said she had worn it for a 
long tome. It is a perfect example of the 
cross patties, which was the sign adopted by 
the Kaights Hospitallers in the Crusades.

River, near Debra Tabor, I saw proof that 
these people still remember their Emperor 
Fasilidas, who restored their old religion.

While we consider the-value of events of 
history in the light of the changes they ei- 
fect in our civilization, most of these 
Ethiopians are interested in past events 
largely that they may hold fast to the habits 
and ways of thinking of their ancestors, 
Probably most important to them of all 
their heritage i their religious faith. As 
the symbol of this faith, the crosses they 
wore Cimé more and more to typify to me 
the tenacity with which the Christian peo- 
ple of Ethiopia cling to tradition. 

Year after year men search for evidences 
that complete the dim picture of the past. 
To mast of those who hove the privilege of 
travel along the rough trails of uamapped 
areas, the rapid mte of change from ancient 
to modern wavs is painfully apparent. 

In Ethiopia, however, the ald customs 
still endure, and evidences continue to be 
available of the determination of this re- 
markahle people to hold fast to the habits

HUNTING CASTLES IN ITALY

AASTLES in Spain!” The old, ro- 
mantic phrase had occurred in my 

. chat with a Roman archeologist. 
He smiled and commented, “Why is it al- 
ways ‘in Spain?’ Why not ‘in Italy?” 
And he went on to speak of the many little- 
known castles that dot Italy’ northern 

As a result, we started cut from Rome 
one day to realize our castles in upper 
lialy. Wet custle-realizing is somewhat of 
anoart. You must recapture the glow of 
dead centuries before those ghostly ram- 
parts that haunt lakeside of hilltop become 
comprehensible and the tupesitylike vision 
of their heyday unrolls before you, 

Upper Ttaly bristles with castles and 
castle ruins. It is as If some medieval 
Catmus had sowed its soil with dragons’ 
teeth that produced, instead, of arti! war- 
riors, a crop of military strongholds, Cer- 
tainly the dragons’ teeth of dissension were 
sown when, at Rome on Christmas Day 
A.D. 860, Leo 1 crowned Charlemagne 
iis the successor of the Ca'sars and syver- 
eign of the Holy Roman Empire, 

In the resultant conflict hetween the 
popes and the German emperors, the Cihib- 
ellines (imperialists) created a defense 
against the (Gauelphs (papalists) by consoli- 
dating the Crown's innumerable countships 
into powerful duchies, and this predicated 
the construction of those formidable castles 
which soon fortified upper Italy from the 
Western Alps to the Adriatic. 

Our approach was through Emilia, Its 
8,537 square miles contin miny a pic- 
turesque castle, but none whose history 
better memorializes the [3th-14th century 
despots, their splendors and their egomani- 
ocal excesses, than those of Ferrara mand 
Rimini. 

Viewed externally, Ferrara’s fortress— 
indestructible throughout five centuries— 
tires one’s speculations upan how man, 
as defensive strategist, achieved the me- 
dieval stronehoald’s #lbomy prance. First, 
there was primitive man’s protection, the 
thorn hedye: then came the earthen bank, 
reinforced with tree trunks. This in turn 
was superseded by walls of sun-dried brick. 
Next, someone conceived of a circular, 
moated mound, topped by a timber palisace,

Well versed in castle-bullding by the 12th 
century, Europe achieved a revolution in 
that science when the Crusaders returtied 
from studying the michty fortresses of the 
Byzantine Empire. And finally, in Gar- 
gantian cComtrast to primitive man and 
his thorn hedge, Italy's castles reached 
their zenith under the directing genius 
of Leonarde da Vinci, Michelangelo, and 
Machiavelli,

Yet Bologna’s forest of fortresses con- 
trasted singularly with the peaceful culture 
of its preat university where Roman law was 
being resuscitated and human anatomy was 
being taught for the first time along mod- 
ern lines.

Oddly enough, many a despotism was the 
by-product of medieval man's gropings for 
civic liberty. Various Italian towns had 
evalved to the point of a representative 
government selected from the nobles, the 
knights, and the people, But family fac- 
tions and political rivalries were such that 
many a town, thus torn, sought relief by 
appointing a chief magistrate from some 
other part of the country. Vet it is easier 
to lift a min into the saddle than it is to 
unhorse him, and the unhappy town too 
often found its dream of peace end in the 
ftightmare of an unscrupulous despotism, 

A MASSACRE AT A WEDDING 

The latter fate was Perugia’s (see page 
330). While nominally enjoying a papal 
constitution, this Umbrian town was ac- 
tially the usurped fief and fortress of the 
territle Baglioni broed. The Cathedral was 
their barracks; the cathedral square was the 
battlefield where they extinguished rival 
Perugian families: Then, having attained 
the dictatorship, the bloody Baglioni turned 
upott themselves in fratricidal vendetias 
that ultimately speed their doom: 

Certuin malcontent Baglioni, by directing 
the marital jealousy of Grifonetto against 
Gianpaol+—two other scions of the reigning 
house—instigated the former to massacre 
the entire line and assume the dictatorship. 
On the appointed night, during a period of 
wedding festivities, fifteen bravoes broke 
into each victim's house, and the Baglioni 
were Taurdered in their beds, Hut Gisn- 
puolo had fled, and subsequently he re- 
entered Perugia with his: guards, who 
harkerd Grifonetto to pieces. and hung a 
hundred traitors’ heads around the square. 

The shrughterhouse of a city was draped 
with mourning, the Cathedral was washed 
with wine. But thereafter a Sophoclean 
blond curse seemed to settle on the Baglioni 
until the ferocious brood was extinct, 

On cur way to the lakes we paused for a 
Klimpse of Brescia, Atop its steep hill, 
rising over moated battlements, stands one 
of these grim watchtowers which wore the 


“eyes” of the medieval castle, It commands. 


the vast sweep of Lombardy’s plain, across 
which Brescia's vigilant sentry could espy 
the dust clouds which betokened the onward 
galloping band of inimical or succoring 
condottiers, These free-lance companies, 
which sided with Guelph or Ghibelline town 
alike, according to the jingle of the almighty 
ducat, came into being through the despots" 
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lack of effective cavalry. The condotieri 
ane thetr dashing exploits rival the glowing 
pages af a Dumas romance, 

They come jingling into sight—two bands 
of them, let us say—with pikes aloft and 
pennants ilying, They halt at a safe dis- 
tance apart, Their respective captains hold 
truce while their men eat and drink, As 
oné band gallops off, the captain of the other 
says to his lieutenant, “Their Commander 
swears they are Guelph supporters, like 
ourselves, How say you?” 

“A blind, my captain!” laughs the other. 
“They were Guelph supporters last year, 
belike, and are still masquerading ws such. 
But -some of his ment have neglected to 
change their feathers from the Ghibelline 
side of their casques to the Guelph side, 
Others have forgotten to replace the Ghibel- 
line white rose with the Guelph red rose. 
Why, half a dozen of them cut their fruit 
crosswise, Grhibelline fashion, instead of up 
and down, in our Guelph stvle, My head 
on it, they're for attacking Siena!” 

eat moment the Guelph troop is gallop- 
ing over the shortest cut to the threatened 
town, There the captain interviews the 
local overlord, names the price of his serv- 
ices, meets and defeats the Ghibelline troop, 
then claims his reward. 

The hazardous reward might be anything 
from a dictatorship to death. Tt is told af 
one Italian town that, when a certain copi- 
tana and his troop had delivered it from 
neighboring ageressers and had camped 
therein ‘awhile, the citizens found them- 
selves in the difficult position of rewarding 
him sufficiently to rid the town of his pres- 
ence. The timid urged that a dictatorship 
wis his due, but ane wie city father arose 
in celine! anc said: “I consider that far 
short of his deserts.

and mest striking, came the long audience 
hall, with its twin thrones and richly fres- 
coed walls. 

We reissued from the castle so thoroughly 
imbued with the spell of bygone centuries 
that, when we discovered « modern inn ail- 
joining, we could hardly refrain from ad- 
dressing. its proprietor as “Ho, knave!” 
mil bidding him, “by’r Lady,” produce fA 
brace of larded capon and a beaker of Asti. 

There we learned that we owed our morn- 
ings experience to the planners of the 
national exposition which was beld in Turin 
in 1884. In fact, the “Castello Mercio- 
evole’ is of that date. Its entire contents 
are 1 5th-century originals, save for the fres- 
coes, and these are copies of 15th-century 
work.

AN ALTINE SUNHISE 


From Turin we ascended the Val d'Aosta 
by rail. Bot never should such romantic, 
snow-capped gorges be skimmed through in 
a train. And so, at Aosta, we hired a pony 
cart for the return trip down the pass 

Late Oetober in that little Alp-surrounded 
town means that the early riser will shiver, 


an) stamp, and consume much hot coffer 
before the sunrise pours its crimson thon 
down the snows, and his conveyance stands 

fi the inn door, Even then, as-you descend 
fifa the pass, chilly grayness re-envelops 
you. You behold Successive daybreaks 
over the upper snows, and you decide that 

an Alpine sunrise has things in commen 
with a repeating alarm clock. 

But st last the mighty: pass is fooded— 
and with such light! Sharply it picks out 
the pygmiylike figures of woddcutters on 
the: ZOFRE'S blue flanks, or the distant, pin- 
nacled profile of a dan jon tower, or the mere 
mciattet dot that is a dry-larid sledge. 
A vibrant air, clean as Alpine snows, waits 
down the valley, bringing from afar the pas-

We soon lost count of the many castles 
and castle ruins that line the pass between 
Aosti and Ivrea. For the first 20 miles, 
inderd, one anion tower had no sooner 
sunk behind some crag than another had 
loomed up ahead. Even as the Romans 
jealously guarded this important Alpine ap- 
prouch in their day, so the 13th-century 
Counts of (Chillent guarded it in theirs.

For how many generations Fents, like 
some forgotten mintature, bas Jain neglected 
in its valley nodk, nobody knows or cares.

We wondered if Fenls, with its air of

Or was that evolution merely a throw- 
hack to the antique? Cloezic Italy was 
rich in villas antl gardens. AModern esti- 
mates pul ancient Rome's proportion of 
park space to fs total area at one-eighth, 
whereas Lonedin's proportion is about cone 
lhirty-ninth. Alany o wealthy Roman 
owned anywhere from three to six villas, 
and Lucullus was so well provided in this

respect that he boasted of changing his 
abode seasonally, with the binds. 

This rediscovery of the antique, anc the 
consmjuent infusing of the arts and letters 
with the spirit of classic times, expressed 
one side of the Renaissance, just as [taly’s 
awakening spirit of exploration, her urban 
drift, and the opspringing of her foreign 
commence, expressed another. Moreover, 
mans strict preaccupation with his own 
cunstience was sliwly evolving toward a 
<octal conscimisness. 

Luntes awesome epic of Heaven and 
Hell is nothing less than a geography of the 
mehieval conscience, And tm BRoociecio’s 
ciy party, teem from plague-stricken 
Florence (Firenze) for a story-telling tour- 
ney-in an arbored, fower-spangled garden, 
we sence the dawning Renaissance. 

In an age which was 40 deacl to learning 
that monks nipper| pages out of priceless 
manuscripts and sold them to the supersti- 
lings as amulets, Boccaccio and Petrarch

By 
mid-]oth century all northem [taly was Te- 
flectine this back-to-nature movement in 
its multiplying villa gardens. Casile walls 
were yielding to cypress. walks, and fortifica- 
lions were giving way to flowers. 

It was on Genna's (Genova) busy water 
front that we found one af the oldest of 
North Italy's villas—that which Andrea, 
of the renowned Doria family, built in 
1579, Four centuries of Genea’s turbulent 
glories hud preceded him, an! for half that 


time she had been the world's chief mari- 
lime power. Andres was Genoa's greatest 
sea. captain at a time when medievalism’s 
twilight was paling into the dawn of the 
Renaissance. 

As to his name and fame, the villa gor- 
den's centrally placed atatue leaves mo 
doubt. Andres Doria—orphan boy, then 
papal evard, comdoffierr, then high admiral 
—spent moet of his long life at sea, and he 
blithely celebrated this fact by loving out 
his garden around a nude statue of himseli 
as Neptune. Certainly this “admiral of the 
navies of the Pope, the emperor and the 
king of Prance’—<o runs the inscription on 
his howse wall—wasn't bothered by an in- 
feriority complex.

A CRADLE OF “ROMEO AND JULIET” 


We stopped at Cernobbio to visit Villa 
d'Este, whose shaven terrace and back- 
ground of prim hedgerows were once the 
setting for Cinthio's and Tasso'’s plays— 
and pechaps for the first drmatic version 
of “Romeo and Juliet’ —four centurnes. be- 
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jore we medderns rediscovered the “outdoor 
theater.” 

Indeed, garden theaters were one of the 
most charming features of the Renaissance, 
No high ouptials were complete without 
garden dramatics. When juvenile Lucre- 


zin Borgia: (with already three marriages, 
two annulments, and one murdered spouse 


to her score) wos made Duchess of Ferrara, 
the attendant performance included a hal- 
let wherein a matden—as tough a morsel 
as the Borgia flapper herseli—wies reguregi- 
tated from a dragon's jaws. 

Villa dEste was once the palace of 
Tolomes Gallic, Jocal fisher boy who grew 
up to become a cardinal. 

Cato affirms that thé lake's Roman name 
of Larius was derived from the Etruscan 
“far,” signifying “highest in tank.” Since 
(Como has but 35 square miles, thus stani- 
ing third in area after Gardaand Magetore, 
‘rank” must haye referred to pictorial 
excellence, Certainly its enchanting scent 
of sloping headlands and gf dor ssisbive sky- 
lines offerel a perfect backeround far 
Renuissance landscape yardens. 

Of our elderly American couple, we 
espied the lady strolling about the Villa 
d'Este's gardens, still perusing her puide- 
book, But we did mot encounter her 
partner until, returning to the bout, we 
found him still seated in the same spout 
as before, still with that dreamy look in 
his eyes, which now and then closed on 
the: bewitching scene.

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DIAMOND DELAWARE, COLONIAL STILL 
Tradition Rules the “Three Lower Counties” Over Which 
William Penn and Lord Baltimore Went to Law 
By Leo A. Boran

. JISTILLED from colontal tradition 
and ripened for three centuries, 
the charm of Delaware is like the 


golden nectar that has preserved for pus- 
terity the fragrance of many a Delaware 
peach, Tt grows mellower and more potent 
with: ope: 

Ite effect is gradual, stealing almost im- 
perceptibly upon the senses, yet oltowelber 
enthralling once it asserts its power. Un- 
fortunate indeed is the traveler who, as too 
many do, dashes the length of the State in 
four hours on the main highway without 
pausing to savor its graciousness, Such a 
traveler may not even see a native Dela- 
witean; for &2 percent of the tracks, 6f 
pes cent of wl the motor vehicles on the 
lighwiys ure from outside the State. 


ONE MUST TARRY TO KNOW DELAWARE 


Perhaps the Delawareans area little to 
blame for not making themselves and their 
treasures better known to outsiders. They 
are a delightful people, genuinely hospi- 
table, but not effusive. 

Houses exquisite with the patina of age 
are to be seen everywhere, but few of them 
are “restored,” set apwirt as shrines, and 
labeled. They are homes that have passed 
from father to son for generations, growing 
lel grace/ully, receiving necessary, not dis- 
figuring, repairs, and keeping silence con- 
cerning the famous persons they have 
sheltered, the stirring events of their past. 
True, the Delaware Historic “Mburkers 
Commission has placed tablets here and 
there, but these are unobtrusive. To ap 
preciate the real ghiumour of the State, one 
must bide a while antl—forgive the pun— 
absorb “Deluwareness” from the people. 

Delaware isnot obvious in ite bid for 
attention. Megsured by population and 
area combined, it is the smallest of Stntes, 
having more square miles but fewer citi- 
wns than Rhode Island, and more people 
bit far less territory than Nevada. It is 
only Li0 miles long, and its width varies 
from nine to 35 miles, but its citizens 


fal 


are forward-looking and its industries fir- 

A wit in Congress once referred to it as 
a “sandspit on Delaware Hay, with three 
counties at low tide and two-at high.” ‘Wil- 
liam Penn bought it from the Duke of York 
for 10 shillings, and Lord Baltimore dis- 
puted the ownership, claiming it under a 
prior grant from the King of England. Be- 
couse of an ill-fated Dutch settlement in 
1631 near the present site of Lewes, Balti- 
tore lost the case: for-his grant of dactenta 
inculia speciiically excluded lond previ- 
ously occupied by white men, 

From its very beginning Delaware hos 
been a subject of controversy, The families 
of Penn and Baltimore went to low over 
possession of “the three lower counties on 
the Delaware,” and their claims occupied 
Lhe attention of the courts for years, Penn 
landed at New Castle on October 27, 1682, 
and received from the cittaens af that thriy- 
ing village a bow! of water, a piece of Lurt, 
and a twig a5 earnest of his undisputed 
possession of the land, water, and forests 
within an arc describe! on a radius of 12 
miles fram the New Castle Court House. 
Thus was established the northern bouned- 
ary of Delaware. Later Penn was awarded 
the southern part of what is now the State. 


THE 2i0-TEAR: DOCNDARY [THSPCTE 


Unfortunately, the surveyors whe. cde- 
acritied the arc cid not designate the exact 
length of the segment. The result of their 
oversight was more than two centuries of 
litigation over boundaries. 

After the United States came into being, 
New Jersey and Deliware beean to squah- 
ble over certain water und fishing rights 
on Delaware River and Hay, Deloware 
chimed possession of the river and bay to 
low water on the Jersey side, and New 
Jersey ingisted the boundary should be 
fixed at midstream,

Now 
comes the Stipreme Court with a decision 
that these wharyes are in Delaware! New 
Jersey cannot tax property in Delaware; 
New Jersey cannot arrest persons in Dela- 
ware willoul extradition papers. Yet these 
wharves now in Delaware belong to citizens 
of New Jersey. The problem has become 
eo difficult that the two States have ap- 
pointed commissioners to study it amd for- 
mulate a solution. 


Despite its diminutive area and scant 
population, Delaware has its grand mo- 
Inents. With anly one member of the 
United States House of Representatives to 
accompany its two Senators to Washing- 
ton, it takes precedence over its. larver 
sisters in the patade of States: for it was 
the first (December 7, 1767) to ratify the 
Constitution. fis depréciators are re- 
minded, too, that Thomas Jeiferson held it 
precious enough to dub it “the diamond’ — 
a nome that has clung to it to this day. 
Wilmington bas historical authority for its 
slogan, “The First City of the First State,’ 

Let it not be supposed, however, that the 
little Commonwealth is content to rest on 
naecamplishments of long ago, ‘Though it 
treasures Colonial costome, even to the reten- 
tion of the whipping post jor wife heaters, 
highwaymen, and other mean offenders, 
and though for more than a century it was 
sammolent and backward, it pow constantly 
sckhs improvement. Its yery smallness 
renders it semirable for political, economic, 
and ‘sociological experiment. If a theory 
seems worthy of consideration, Delaware 
can pive it quick trial and immediate acop-

Unique in the Nation, the State has never 
levied o property tax, Its principal rey- 
enue for the general fund is from fees for 
corporation charters, most of which are 
printed to organizations doing their major 
business outside its boundaries. To sup- 
plement this income, there ib only a system 
of business, inheritance, and estate tives 
and licenses, which in the fiscal year enched

Recent reduction of bonded indebtedness 
has been noteworthy, largely because of 
the efforts of Governor C, Douuwelass Buck. 
In 1929 the State owed. exclusive of sink- 
ing funds, nearly 310,000,000, or 341.32 


per capita. Hy 1935 the per capita debt

DELAWARE PAYS AS TT GOES 

Litthe Delaware, with a population of 
248,580, ranks fourteenth among the States 
in payment of taxes to the Federal Geovern- 
ment. There if not a house within tis 
boundaries more than four miles from a 
paved highway, and it has a stutewithe sys- 
tem of fine mixlern schools; yet for public 
improvements that have cost $30,000,000 it 
has paid practically out of what is counted 
upon as current income in State financing,

about Delaware thot finds expressian im its 
attitude toward its-problems, When tormer 
President Hoover sent a messige to Gory.

andowners. refused to sell ground for 
the road: Sussex farmers got out injune- 
fioms: never had a road builder faced such 
opposition, 

Despite all hindrances, Senator Du Pont 
hutlt his highway. He organized a high: 
way department on sound business prin- 
ciples, nnd his force carried on energetically 
for six years: In 1918 the legislature or- 
ganized a Siate highway department, and 
Senator Du Pont tuened over to it his entire 
organization, with the request that it fimish 
the work and send him the bill. He took 
the wind completely out of the sails of 
those who had oppose! him because of fear 
of high tames. 
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That was the beginning of ps road-bhuild- 
ing nice in Delaware. The 103-mile nemnu- 
ment 1s the spine of one of the finest sys- 
temsof paved roadsin America. Today this 
aplenclict highway is i dual road from Wil- 
mington to Dover, the great commercial 
artery that carries truck trafic comparable 
in velume to the tremendous cargoes of 
shipping on the steamers that ply on Dela- 
waite Bay, the Clyde of America, Lateral

The amazing thing about it all is that 
one may drive along paved roads and see 
farmers’ wives drawing witter by means of 
well sweeps, see mon hauling wood with ox 
teams, Tf the traveler is fortunate enmugh 
jo be Invited to breakfast at an old farm- 
house, he will eat such hemely fare as 
spoon bread or beaten biscuits. The yeu- 
nny Of Delaware, once aroused, adopts 
Ibe new with enthusiasm, hut it leaves tra- 
ditional custom with reluctunce. 

A story doubtless apocryphal, vet told 
often in Delaware, dramatizes the stubborn 
individualism of the Sussex farmer, It is 

reported that in the middle "$0's ordinances 
passed by the State legislatare contained the 
significant clause, “hese regulations shall 
be efiectivein Sew Castle and Kent Coun- 
ties and in Sussex County so far as the citi- 
zens of said county are willing to abide by 
them.” 

Not to be outdone by his distinguished 
cousin, Terre Samuel Du Pont set out o 
lew years later to do samething big for 
Delaware. He organized an elaborate school 
program. Because the State depended upon 
some 1,700 “little red schoolhouses” for the 
education of its children and the perventage 
of literacy was hich, he felt that modern 
schools were a crying need. 

His proposal met with no greater warmth 
than had his cousins rod) offer, Those 
1,700 country schools all had boards of ci- 
rectors with powers and prerogatives, The 
directors refused to yield their offices to 
nny min. 

In despair, Pierre Du Pont turned to the 
Negro problem. He built a-number of Negra 
schools much finer than the white schools, 
There wis no intention on his part to-shame 
the whites into doing his bidding; he simply 
wished to build schools and, since the white 
folk: would have none of his uid, he wave to 
the Nene,

Soon after the new schools for the Ne- 
croes were opened, the white tuxpayers 
began to flack to the Du Pont standard, 
They subscribed their quotas, the donvt 
gave his promised share, and today strate- 
gically located brick buildings with modern 
appointments replace the 1,700 litth red 
echoolhouses. 


FPHILANTHEOMY THAT SOTLDS CHARACTER 


Probably the munificence of the: Du Ponts 
in Delaware has no parallel in State his- 
tory. The family gives to every worthy 
nublic enterprise, but it ingists that the 
peuple help themselves. Today Delaware 
feels auch pride in its roads ancl its schools 
that there is no further need of private 
stilesicty. 

As has been sald, mest of the Du Pont 
factories are elsewhere than in Delaware; 
but Wilmington has many indistries not 
owned of controlled by the Du Ponts: There 
are the fine textile finishing company of 
J@eph Bancroft and Sens, a huge business 
that has grown up with the city; the Pusey 
and Jones Cotnpany, that built the first iron 
Zailing vessels in America arid today makes 
printing presses; a number of concerns 
finishing morocco leather for bookbinding 
—the Industries, big and small, are legion. 
Between 1924 and 1934, 110 new industries 
have come to Wilmington, and of these 61 
are still operating. The reason for the in- 


flux of manufacturers lies in the favorable.

There is romance in Wilmington industry, 
Te list some of the older litsinesses is. to 
recapitulate much of the stirring early br 
tory of America, J. E. Rhoarls and Sons, 
founded by John Rhoads in 1702, ts the 
oldest concern in America continuously 
carrying the family name. ‘The oldest trans- 
portation company in continuous existence

in America is George W. Bush and: Sons 
Company, estublished by Samuel Bush in 
liv. 

Others that began when this country was 
in swaddling clothes: are: the Charles 
Warmer Company, 1794; E. 1. Du Pont de 
Nemours and Company, 1802; Joseph Ban- 
croft and Sons Company, 1831; Lobdeli 
Car Wheel Company, 1836; Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding Cimporation, Lid., 1836: Pyle 
Leather Company, 1846; Pusey and Jones 
Company, 848; Consolidated Machine 
Tool Company of America, 1554; American 
Car and Foundry Company, 1559; Speak- 
min Company, 1369. 

The manufacture of vulcanized fiber 
began in Wilmington in 1873, Invented 
in 1872 and patented in 1873, the prices 
attracted slight uttention at first.

‘There are several factories in 
Wilmington; and Newark, the seat of the 
State University, has the large modern

For 279 years Wilmington rested on. the 
ahore of Delaware River and watched the 
chips of the seven seas puss by to Chester 
und Philadelphia, There was something 
of a whaling industry at the mouth of the 
Christiana in the early days, and wooden 
chips sailed info the port to carry away the 
freight brought in by the Conestoga wagons 
of the early 1800's; but Wilmington lost Its 
seagoing ships when wooden vessels gave 
Way to sttel steamers, 

in I91F action was begun to tuild a 
modern harbor for the city, Constraction 
was started in 1921, and the terminal was 
apencd fur business in 1923. During the 
first year, only 17,000 tons of freight went 
through the terminal, Now, the cargoes 
handled each month exceed that figure. 

Raw material from distant lands is de- 
livered at the Wilmington Marine Terminal 
in full cargo lots for industries located m 
or near the city.

Interesting as are its industries, Wilming- 
ton offers its greatest appeal through the 
things of the spirit. | have visited the city 
many times, and each time [ go to see Old 
Swedes (Church, one of the most exquisite 
edifices of its sort in America. Built by 
Swedish Lutherans in 16958, 1 has been in 
virtually constant use 28 a place of worship 
for 237 years. Sinee 1802 it has been Holy 
Trinity, an Episcopal church. To one who 
likes to delve into the past, the weather- 
beaten stones in its churchyard tell a poign- 
ant tale of the beginning of American 
history {see Color Plate I and page 390). 

Not. far from Old Swedes are the rocks 
where the Swedes under Peter Minuit 


landed in 1638. Stanley M. Arthurs (see 





iNustration, pare 390) haa painted w faith- 
ful picture of this historic event. 

One might pass a delightiul vacation 
wandering about the older part of Wilming- 
ton. Tt iso joy to be invited to one of the 
colonial homes for an evening and ta revel 
in contemplation of priceless furniture that 
would tempt ony collector, Delawareans 
Cherish these old treasures; they tell amus- 
ingor touching stories about many of them.

The chicken comes in with fresh Dela- 
ware vegetables and a pan or two of hot rolls 
that make one reckless of calories. A salad 
and ice cream and home-made angel food 
cake finish the meal. Lt is perhaps vulgar to 
descend to the gustatory, but EF wish all my 
readers could gu to New Castle for at least 
one chicken dinner. 

The center of the famous 12-mile circle 
is at the end of the Court House (page 
398): the cobbled Strand, with grass peep- 
ing through its interstices, ii near by. Stew- 
art, Tue Groarapatc's staff photographer, 
toak seme color pictures in the old Amstel 
House, now a museum (see Color Plates V 
and V1), and in the exquisite colonial Laird 
home. Near the Court House is a monu- 
ment built of sleeper stones from the New 
Castle-and Frenchtown Railroad, first rail- 
road in Delaware (1831) ancl one of the 
first in America. 

New Castle has so many fine old man- 
sions that one could devote weeks to exam- 
ining them. The town is entirely unspoiled 
and “unrestored.”” Jt has all the glamour 
of the davs of Washington. 


WHEN FEXS RECEIVED TITLE TO THE 
LAND, WATER, AND FOREST 


On October 27 each voor New Castle 
citizens reenact the ceremony by which 
Penn received title to the land, water, and 
forest. The day is called “Old Home Visi- 
tation Day.” There are authentic costumes 
fur the heralds, for the person representing 
Penn, and for the citizens. 

Not far from New Castle the Bellanca 
Aircraft Corporation has its factories and 
aviation field. We were particularly inter- 
ested in the planes used by the Shippee- 
Johnzon expedition to Peru untlergoing re- 
pairs in the shops at the time. 

One leaves northern Delaware reluctantly, 
hut finds consolation downstate, li ever I 
should have lime to retire to an idyllic spot, 
I should acquire a hotise in New Castle, or 
Dover, or Lewes; These are the very ideal 
of the small town, which to me is the soul of 
American civilization. I should not be par- 
tial; peace and contentment dwell in aloes! 
every Village and hamlet in Delaware. 
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There is St, Georges, its streets today as 
they were laid out in 1730, The Comme- 
dore. Macdonaugh School, commemorating 
Delaware's hero of the War of 1812, 18 a fine 
example of the schools that resulted from 
Pierre Ido Pont’s progrim (see text, page 
376}. 

Delaware City, with Its old canal and its 
Newbold’s Landing, planned in 1826, de- 
serves attention, It i the seasonal center 
af shad and sturgeon fishing and retil and 
railbird hunting: 

Oiesa, so named because of its im- 
portance as a grain-shipping center, has 
important canneries and an agricultural ex- 
periment station; but its chief charm to 

me lies in Old Drawyers Church, estab- 
lished in 1768 and built in 1773, a cradle 
af Presbyterianism in America (see itlus- 
tration, page 392), 

Middletown has 4 tavern that has been 
slanding since 1761. The town is an inpor- 
tant shipping point for canned. goods and 
asparagus, Another pleasant town is Towr- 
send, with o history dating from 1708. Im 
Clayton, St. Joseph's Industrial School cares 
for Negro bes. 

Every town and village has its charm, 
but the hurried visitor is likely to spin 
along tow fast to appreciate details, At 
Smyrna we paused to visit Belmont Hall 
(see Color Plate 1), an absolutely unaltered 
colonial mansion that has been in the poe- 
session of one family since 1685. 

The owner of the mansion, Mr. Cum- 
mins Speakman, had driven out from Wil- 
mington to welcome me to his ancestral 
home. 

He told me stories of the old house 
handed down through generations and 
showed me the pane of glass in the living 
roacm on which his ereat-reat-grandmother 
hae written her name with a diamond ring. 
Before the fireplace in the old kitchen a 
young matron of the family molded bullets 
for the American soldiers of 1812 while her 
ewunirty was dying of fever on an English 

n ship. 

gn 1777 a sentry of Washington's army 
wae mortally wounded) by a British. sharp- 
shooter as he stood watch on the roof bal: 
eony. Stains of the blood he shed as he 
crept downstairs to give the alarm were 
pointed cut on the steps until 1915, when 
fire damaged that part of the building.
